Johnson's Views 
On Viet Peace 
Expected Tonight

Advance interest in President John­ 
son’s election year State of the Union 
address is centering on what he may say 
about prospects for peace in Vietnam. 
With war costs acting as a damper on 
big new domestic spending proposals, a 
key question is whether Johnson will deal 
directly with a recent indication from Ha­ 
noi that a bombing halt over North Viet­ 
nam would lead to some kind of talks. 
It seemed almost certain Johnson would 
feel compelled to take up this situation 
when he appears before Congress— and, 
via television and radio, before the vot­ 
ers— tonight at 9 Pottstown time. 
Congress, which reconvened Monday, 
meanwhile marked time awaiting the ad­ 
dress to a joint session. 
Traditionally, the annual address is a 
summing-up of administration legislative 
proposals plus a broad review of the plans 
and hopes of the executive branch in areas 
foreign and domestic. 
Johnson will talk, at least in general 
terms, about some new ideas for domestic 
legislation. There will be new anticrime 
proposals, for example, and additional sug­ 
gestions for consumer protection laws. The 
administration sees potential November 
voter support in both areas. 
The chief executive also will renew 
his plea for early passage of a 10 percent 
income tax surcharge. But he won’t, at 
this point, spell out specific proposals for 
a companion measure aimed at strengthen­ 
ing the dollar by curbing foreign exchange 
losses due to the spending of American 
tourists abroad. 
In the main, new domestic proposals 
would not entail massive federal spend­ 
ing, at least on an immediate basis. The 
financial pinch of the war— and the mood 
of Congress—rule out any major increase 
in social welfare outlays in the new bud­ 
get, going to Congress within a couple of 
weeks. 
Individual special messages detailing 
new administration proposals will be sent 
to Congress over a period of several weeks, 
starting soon after Johnson’s appearance 
there.

2 Top U.S. Officials Slain 
By Guatemala Terrorists 


G U A T E M A L A 
(A P ) - 
Machine-gun fire from a pass­ 
ing car killed the two top U.S. 
Army 
and Navy officials in 
Guatemala Tuesday and wound­ 
ed two other American military 
men. They were apparent vic­ 
tims of a 
wave of politico- 
gangster violence ravaging this 
Central-American country. 
Earlier in the day, machine- 
gunners killed a former con­ 
gressman from the era of leftist 
President Jacobo Arbenz Guz­ 
man, who was toppled in 1954 
by a U.S.-supported army coup 
aimed at preventing a complete 
Communist takeover. The con­ 
gressm an’s bodyguard also was 
slain. 
Police quoted a gardener as 
saying the Americans, driving 
toward their homes, were shot 
from a green car that drove off 
fast.

were 
Col. John D. Webber Jr., 47, 
head of the U.S. military group 
in Guatemala since 1966, and 
Lt. Cmdr. Ernest A. Munro, 40, 


head of the U.S. naval section. 
A machine-gun burst killed 
Webber instantly.

in an ambulance en route to a 
hospital.

The wounded were Sgt. Maj.

tary of state, who is on an orien­ 
tation and get-acquainted tour 
of Central America. He was in 
Panam a Tuesday with a group 
of members of the House Com­ 
mittee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries. 
Before Tuesday’s killings, of­ 
ficials say no U.S. citizens had 
been victims in the wave of 
violence.

Tax Collector Finds 1000 More Non-Payers 


A study by personnel working 
jointly 
for

school board has disclosed an 
additional 1000 names of per­ 
sons enjoying a free ride on per­ 
sonal tax rolls. 
Owners of these names, says 
Pottstown Tax Collector Guy 
Sperat Jr., can start checking 
their mailboxes Saturday for 
tax notices his office will mail 
Friday. 
For many, perhaps, it will be 
the first time in their lives for 
receipt of a tax notice. 
For others it simply means 
another trip to the borough ases- 
sor’s office to prove once again 
they qualify for exoneration. 
The new members of the tax- 


paying fraternity w h o cannot 
prove qualifications for exoner­ 
ation face payment of two years’ 
taxes in 1968. 
Sperat said the notices mailed 
Friday will be for school and 
borough personal taxes payable 
in 1967. 
Then, 
in 
July, 
the 
same 
people, just like every other tax­ 
payer in Pottstown, will receive 
personal tax notices for 1968. 
For Sperat’s office this will be 
the second, and by far the larg­ 
est, batch of belated 1967 tax 
bill mailings. 
In December, bills were sent 
to 426 others who had not been 
listed on the tax rolls. Those 


names were secured by em ­ 
ployes 
of 
the 
borough 
and 
school board. 
Overseeing the search for new 
names to place on the tax rolls 
is David Foley, borough and 
school board assessor. 
For two months Foley and two 
assistants have been busy in his 
second floor borough hall office, 
scanning 
a variety of name 
sources. 
Some of the sources for names 
were the school census, pay­ 
ers 
of occupational privilege 
tax, apartment house lists, land­ 
lord rental lists, the telephone 
book and the Pottstown street 
directory. 


Each name was 
compared 
with the tax list to determine if 
it was entered there. If not, it 
soon was. 
As it is, however, the new 
people added to the list don’t 
have too much of a problem, 
according to Sperat. 
In a letter being sent with 
each tax notice Sperat explains 
that even though the taxes are 
delinquent, 
no p e n a l t y 
is 
being applied if they are paid 
promptly. 
He said that if the bills are 
paid within 30 days after being 
received the net amount only 
will be charged. But if payment 
is made after the first 30 days 


a 5 percent penalty will be 
added to all school and borough 
occupational 
taxes, 
and 
the 
school per capita tax, plus a $1 
late charge. 
As it is, however, officials be­ 
lieve the new taxpayers still are 
receiving a m ajor concession, 
since, legally, they could be 
charged for all past years’ taxes 
from the time borough residence 
was established. 
On March 19, according to 
Sperat, those taxes still unpaid 
will result in wage attachments, 
or, where attachments are not 
possible, collection by a private 
agency, resulting in still more 
extra costs.

The Truth About 
Life in England!

I left Pottstown in September to spend a 
year studying in England. In October, 1 learned 
of a cheap flight to the United States for the 
Christmas holidays. 
In November, I paid for 
my airline ticket and in December, the loth to 
be exact, I flew from London to New Yoik. 
1 intended to spend a nice, leisurely holiday 
with my family. I never thought much one way 
or the other of talking about England and the 
three European countries I visited. 
Lots ot 
Pottstonians have been to Europe, lots know the 
countries I visited much better than I do, and 
England isn't terribly different from much that 
is common in the United States. 
At least I 
thought I didn’t have much to say. 
If I have learned one thing during this vaca­ 
tion that even if you know you are not an author­ 
ity on a particular subject, that means nothing 
to the person who decides that you are. 
Once 
someone else surm ises that you know everything 
there is to be known, you find yourself being 
quoted, referred to in curriculum newsletters 
and being asked to speak. 
I might have suspected as much when I was 
asked last Summer if I would bo returning at 
Christmas time. 
At first I thought the person 
was just being friendly, but when he discovered 
that I was not then planning on returning his 
motive was revealed: he wanted me to speak 
at a m eeting about “life in England.” 
At the 
time, I politely declined on the basis that I wasn’t 
going to be here. 
Little did I know that later 
would ensue a series of questions and requests 
that would stun even an anthropologist. 
It all started when a very nice high school 
English teacher whom I know quite well asked 
me to speak to her classes. 
Since this lady has 
done a lot of favors for me and because I am 
quite fond of her, it was difficult lor me to re­ 
fuse. 
Off to a neighboring school district I 
drove one bright, freezing morning at 7:15 a.m. 
And, in front of eleventh grade English classes 
I stood all day, answering questions about the 
future of English miniskirts (I was asked not to 
wear mine) and the effect of devaluation on 
British economics. 
Not being a fashion designer 
or an econom ist, I often found myself stumped. 
Besides that, sixteen year olds are incredibly 
astute 
and 
curious, thus the questions fired 
away and I often found myself speaking at great 
length on subjects about which I lacked what 
Harold Pinter calls that “je ne sais quoi.” 
The students asked challenging questions 
but the adults I’ve come in contact with ask 
(apologies to those whom I deeply love and 
don't mean to offend) downright absurd ques­ 
tions. 
Pottstown 
has several types of questions 
askers. 
First, there is the type I mentioned 
earlier, the person who expects the traveler to 
be an authority on the countries he has visited. 
Falling into this category is a borough employe 
who cornered me while I stopped at a garage 
to have my mother's car fixed. 
“I thought you were in England.” he said. 
“I am, I mean. I’m going back,” I explained, 
not really remem bering how he knew that 1 had 
left in the first place. 
"Well, how do you like it?” 
“Well, I love it,” I said, in full rhetorical 
flower. 
“Well, listen.” he said, 
quite 
sincerely. 
“When I was in France, I found that there was 
terrible Anti-American feeling. 
Even among 
the Americans. 
What do you think7 
Do you 
think those Americans who are over there really 
hate America?” 
I frankly had not the slightest idea. 
I’ve 
met quite a few Americans in England, none of 
whom hate America especially. 
In France, on 
the other hand. I met no Americans. 
As a mat­ 
ter of fact, I only met two English-speaking peo­ 
ple in France and they were from Cameroon, a 
small country in W estern Africa. 
“W ell,” I stammered, hoping that in mv hesi­ 
tation I could find something interesting to say. 
“I guess there are a lot of Americans in France 
who don’t like Am erica.” 
That seem ed logical to me. 
If they liked 
America, why would they be living permanently 
in France? 
But this man was not to be dis­ 
couraged by a weak answer. 
“Don't you think a lot of them act anti-Ameri­ 
can just so they can be ‘in’ with the French?” he 
asked in the tones of an inveterate diplomat. 
That seem ed reasonable to me also, knowing 
that America isn't very popular in France. 
I could go on with the conversation but I 
think I’ve made my point. I don’t know whether 
the Americans in Europe who say that they dis­ 
like America are sincere or not, and in all hon­ 
esty, I don’t care. 
I like America. 
If they don’t 
like it, let them stay there if that makes them 
happier people. 
The second type of Pottstonian who can’t 
pass up a chance to ask questions about Europe 
is really only looking for an opportunity to tell 
you about som eone else’s trip. 
“Oh, so you’ve just been in England. 
How 
do you like it?” the person asks in what I mis­ 
takenly think is the interrogative mood. 
“Oh, I love . . . ” I begin, but in no time at 
all, the other person is off and running in ex­ 
tremely fast sentences about his cousin, Erna. 
“You know, my cousin, Erna, was in Eng­ 
land for, oh let me see. two weeks, yes, two 
weeks, I think it was and she just loved it. 
She 
visited France and Italy and Spain and of course, 
she only speaks English but she made out just 
fine. 
Listen, Jessica, it just sounds marvelous. 
Now you just have a wonderful time. 
When are 
you coming back? 
You know we’re going to 
England, next year. 
W e’ll have to look you up. 
Be good and have fun, darling.” 
To this person, I bow in deference to his 
perspicacity. 
He thinks that my year abroad 
sounds marvelous and I didn’t say one word 
about it.

We voters are a selfish lot—alw ays griping about the 
difficulty of making ends m eet, the threat of increased tax ­ 
ation and the constant menace of inflation to salary and nest 
egg, if any. 
Preoccupied with our own puny fiscal problems, we 
ignore the horrendous financial problem s of our Congressmen 
who literally don’t know where their next $1000-per-plate 
testim onial dinner is coming from . 
These harassed men, paid a yearly pittance of $30,000 
plus free office space, clerical help, stam ps, adm inistrative 
assistants, and are forced to moonlight in the law courts (if 
they are law yers), on the lecture platform and in the 
writing biz. 
The Senate Committee on Standards and Conduct is 
making a second investigation of the law practice and 
financial affairs of Sen. Edward V. Long, D., Mo., and his 
profitable association with M orris Shenker.

hopeful, has been in the U.S. Senate only a year, adm irers 
in Illinois are already intent on providing him with $100,000 
annually to help defray the frightful costs of public office. 
This fund is being handled in such a spotless way th at 
Senator Percy will not be forced to borrow checkers and go 
on tv to explain its workings. When word of the fund becam e 
public shortly before the C hristm as holidays Percy said th at 
he had already spent $100,000 of his own funds in support 
of his office. And th at’s a lot of hay. 
* 
Still. Senator Percy and all the m em bers of his im ­ 
m ediate fam ily, including his son in law. young John D. 
Rockefeller 4th, looked relaxed and well-fed during their m id­ 
w inter holiday in one of Sw itzerland's de luxe ski resorts. 
And they should have looked relaxed and well-fed, since 
Senator Percy, on election to office, wisely turned a fortune 
of $6,000,000 over to a m anagem ent firm to guard and guide 
during his term of office. That was m ost assuredly an honor­ 
able thing to do. 
However, any m anagem ent firm today that can’t produce 
a 5 percent return on such an investm ent ought to be fired. 
But, say it only m anages to squeeze out 4 percent. There is 
an annual incom e of at least $250,000 — a helpful sum even 
amid the Bablyonian pleasures and expenditures of W ash­ 
ington. D.C. 
If that am ount, plus his senatorial salary and perquisites, 
is not sufficient to see Percy through the financial perils of 
public office and if adm irers m ust help out to the tune of 
$100,000 annually, then who. in heaven's nam e, can afford 
the financial sacrifices dem anded of a public servant? 
Do I hear the name of Nelson A. Rockefeller? But can 
even the Rockefeller fortune stand the strain of sustaining 
two United States Governors, Nelson A. in New' York and 
Winlhrop in A rkansas? 
At any m om ent I expect a knock on the door and a re ­ 
quest either to buy a $1000 ticket for a testim onial dinner for 
New Y ork’s governor or to subscribe to an annual kitty to 
see him through the financial strain of public service.

Lawmakers Face Record Test 


By MASON DENISON 


The “ record” is the all-im portant item 
this year! 


In almost every sense it is perhaps un­ 
fortunate that this single item should be such 
an influencing factor in w hat law m akers of 
the Keystone State do — or do not do — dur­ 
ing this y ear’s legislative session, now in 
recess but due to resum e in M arch. 


The reason the “ record” is so im portant is 
that, as happens every two years, all m em ­ 
bers of the State House of Representatives 
(203 of ’em ) are up for refilling or replace­ 
ment — this is the y ear they go to the line. 


The “ record” they have to talk about 
back home, in m ost instances, becomes the 
determ ining factor on w hether they will be 
returned to Capitol Hill for another tw'o-year 
stint, or w hether they will return to their 
previous vocational places. 


The test of the record will come during 
the progress of the regular 1968 legislative 
gathering which convened for a week and 
then recessed to M arch 4 to make way for 
the Constitutional Convention now under w’ay. 
While 1968 will be m ore “ tim ely” in the voter 
mind, what happened in that abortive and 
haggling $300 million tax increase session 
of last year will also be param ount — but 
not quite so tim ely on the cam paign scene. 
Inasm uch as all 203 seats in the House will 
be on the auction block in the prim aries 
April 23 and the Fall general election, any 
m em ber seeking a return to the lower cham ­ 
ber will have littie choice other than to be 
extrem ely watchful of his moves here on 
Capitol Hill during the 1968 session. 
How’ he votes or the stand he takes be­ 
come critical this year. 
This sam e cat-and-m ouse project goes on 
every two years. In fact when you come right 
down to it, m em bers of the House, whose 
term s run for only two years, find them selves 
involved in an alm ost continual campaign! 
On the other hand, with m em bers of the 
State Senate, term s run not for two but four 
years—with half of the 50-man Senate up for 
consideration every two years. 
What about four-year term s for mem bers 
of the House? It has been proposed off and 
cn over the years but never really emerged 
from the let’s-talk-about-it stage—basically 
from fear of voter reaction. 
That the issue is one that unquestionably 
should receive detailed consideration some 
tim e was evidenced by the fact that only last 
week a proposal was subm itted to the Consti­ 
tutional Convention recom m ending that term s 
of House m em bers be increased to four years 


and Senators from four to six years. 


It died a-bormng however inasm uch as it 
(properly) was ruled outside of the jurisdic­ 
tion of the lim ited convention. C an’t the 
Legislature do the job itself? Not exactly. 


The move requires an am endm ent to the 
S tate Constitution—which means clearance 
by two consecutive sessions of the Legisla­ 
tu re and then finally, approval (or rejection) 
by the electorate of the State as a whole. 


Actually, the four-year term idea general­ 
ly is regarded by m ost students of govern­ 
m ent as making m uch sense in light of 
today’s alm ost constant legislative sessioning 
and pressures. 


The feeling is th a t w ith a four y ear term , 
Pennsylvania’s electorate would inevitably 
wind up with a little higher caliber law m aker. 
M any a prospective candidate today simply 
backs out of the picture w’hen he stops to 
think of a possible House term of only two 
y ears; it’s just not worth the effort. 


Secondly, under the two-year term system 
the pressures are ever present; the oppor­ 
tunity 
for 
“independent” 
action 
becom es 
alm ost negligible. 


Additionally, 
particularly 
in 
districts 
w here there is a fairly heavy turnover on the 
Assem blyman front, residents of the area 
are afforded only a fleeting glimpse of their 
local 
R epresentative; 
they 
never 
get 
to 
really know him or her!

• $49 million for increased special age— 72 
benefits in 1968. 


• $140 million for extra benefits due to the 
higher earnings allowances. 


• $50 million for the disability benefits for 
widows.

• $73 million for benefits to children from de­ 
ceased mothers as a result of the new dependency 
definition. 
This adds up to $2.9 billion in additional So­ 
cial Security benefits in 1968. The total extra bene­ 
fits will be about $3.7 billion in 1969, and $4.1 bil­ 
lion in 1972. 
Where is this additional money coming from? 


INCREASED TAXES 
Mostly from increased Social Security taxes. 
Some, like the money for most of the special age 
— 72 benefits, from the general treasury. 
The increased Social Security taxes are mainly 
from a higher tax base, not from higher tax rates. 
For example, for workers earning $6600 or less, 
this year’s Social Security taxes will be exactly the 
same as last year’s. But for people earning $7800 
or over, this year’s Social Security taxes will be 
$53.60 more than last year’s. 
Social Security tax rates will go up in future 
years— but that has been true right along. Here's 
what future Social Security tax rates will be— in­ 
cluding the hospital insurance tax— to be paid on a 
maximum of $7800 a year, employers and employes 
each paying the same rate: 1968, 4.4 percent; 1969- 
70, 4.8 "percent; 1971-72, 5.2 percent; 1973-75, 5.65 
percent; 1967-79, 5.7 percent; 1980-86, 5.8 percent 
1987 and after 5.9 percent. 
Self-employed persons pay taxes about 50 per­ 
cent higher than those who work for som eone else. 


SURPLUSES SCHEDULED 


Income from these taxes will more than pay 
the benefits for any year, according to the chief 
actuary of the Social Security Administration. In 
1968, total Social Security tax income will be $31 
billion, and total benefits paid will be $28.3 billion, 
leaving a surplus of $2.7 billion. In 1972, when total 
income will be $42.5 billion, the surplus will be 
$7.8 billion. 
Is this surplus necessary? It is if the system is 
going to be actuarially sound— or at least partially 
so. The surplus goes into a special reserve that can­ 
not be touched except to pay Social Security bene­ 
fits. This reserve is invested in U.S. government 
securities. The income from these investments will 
help pay for future benefits. 


YOUTHS WILL GET MORE 


Of course, progressively higher Social Security 
taxes mean that a middleaged man or a young man 
will pay far more into Social Security than did an 
older man already retired. But they will also get 
far more. 
A man now 50 years old, earning $7800 a year 
or more, will get a benefit of $204 a month when 
he retires at age 65. That’s $65 a month more— 
$780 a year more— than the benefit of a man re­ 
tiring on maximum this year. And his wife will also 
be getting appreciably more than the wife of to­ 
day’s retiree. 
A young man of 25 who will pay maximum 
Social Security taxes for the next 40 years will have 
paid in quite a respectable sum— about $20,000. 
(His employer will have paid the same.) 


'* 
$4000 A YEAR 


For this, he and his wife will receive Social 
Security benefits of $4000 a year— plus hospital 
and medical insurance. He will also have been cover­ 
ed by disability insurance during his working life­ 
time, and his wife and children will have been 
covered by income insurance if he had died. 
That’s not a bad return, even for today’s young 
men— and even if the present Social Securitv law is 
not improved during the next 40 years. Which is 
most unlikelv.

Romney Says 


U.S. Should 


Prod Saigon 


CONCORD,

Campaigning Gov. George Rom- 
ncy said Tuesday the United 
States should nudge South Viet­ 
nam toward peace negotiations 
with the Communist National 
Liberation Front as a possible 
avenue to “ sound settlem ent” of 
the war. 
“ They can hold discussions 
and I’m all for their holding dis­ 
cussions.” the Michigan Repub­ 
lican said. 
Romney roamed New H am p ­ 
shire hamlets seeking votes in 
the nation's first presidential 
prim ary March 12, arguing that 
his 
plan 
for 
internationally 
guaranteed 
neutralization 
of 
Vietnam and her neighbors is 
the most likely path to peace. 


NEWS CONFERENCE 
Elaborating on that proposal 
at a Concord news conference, 
Romney said the National Lib 
oration Front, political a rm of 
the Viet Cong guerrillas, will 
have to be “ recokened with in 
any settlement in Vietnam.” 
He said that would not require 
formal recognition of the N.L.F 
But Romney said the Saigon 
government should be encour­ 
aged to talk quietly with rep re ­ 
sentatives of the organization. 
“ I think it’s important th at we 
m ake them realize th at other 
nations are losing lives and sac­ 
rificing a great deal,” Romney 
said, “ and that the international 
community has a great deal at 
sake here, too.” 
“ Consequently they ought to 
take into consideration the im 
pact on others as well as th em ­ 
selves,” he said. “ They ought to 
be willing to explore things that 
might lead to a sound settle­ 
ment.” 
Romney said he would oppose 
imposition of a coalition govern­ 
m ent 
on 
South Vietnam 
by 
aggreemcnt of Saigon and the 
Communists, but not if it were 
the product of free elections. 
“ I think they should be free to 
choose,” Romney said. “ I don’t 
think there is any chance of 
their 
choosing 
a 
Communist 
government.” 
At Nathaniel Hawthorne Col­ 
lege in Antrim, Romney sug­ 
gested that North Vietnam m ay 
be “ in the direction of negotia­ 
t o r ” on the war. 


POSITIVE APPROACH 
“ I think we should take a pos­ 
itive approach rather than the 
stiff-necked 
approach 
w e’ve 
been taking,” Romney said. 
He 
visited 
a 
neighborhood 
campaign 
headquarters 
in 
Munsonville an all but deserted 
Lakeside village, and told about 
20 people there that the federal 
budget should be balanced to 
combat inflation. 
Romney said the current rate 
of government spending should 
be the ceiling of next y e a r’s 
budget, and there should be a 
tax increase once that limit is 
imposed. 
That way, 
Romney 
said, it should be possible to bal­ 
ance revenue and spending by 
1970.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A nu­ 
clear scientist said Tuesday that 
America’s newest planned nu­ 
clear 
weaponry—the 
multiple 
warhead missile—could imperil 
the lives of GO million city-dwell­ 
ing Russians in a single retalia­ 
tory strike.

Dr. Ralph E. Lapp, a nuclear 
I physicist w ho worked on the 
original 
A-bomb 
project, 
de­ 
scribed the system as the “ bal­ 
listic six-shooter.” 
He said only 45 
interconti­ 
nental ballistic missiles would 
be needed in such an attack, be­ 


cause each could be equipped 
with up to six H-bomb warheads 
capable of being dropped at in­ 
tervals on some 200 selected 
city targets while the carrier 
missiles remained in flight. 
Lapp is not now associated 
Iwith the government’s atomic 


energy program , but he is a 
close student of nuclear affairs, 
including weaponry. He made 
the statem ents in a speech pre­ 
pared 
for 
a 
convocation 
at 
Washington and Jefferson Col­ 
lege 
at 
Washington, 
Pa. 
Indicating his view that a po­ 


tential to strike cities selective­ 
ly offers a better deterrent to 
nuclear war than concentrating 
on an ability to strike military 
targets, Lapp said: 
“ The fact is that the striking 
power of the U.S. is incredibly 
immense if reckoned in terms of 


city kill-power. If half of our 
1,710 strategic missiles are con­ 
verted into multiwarhead con­ 
figurations, 
the United States 
will have 18 times the kill-capa­ 
city required to knock the Soviet 
Union out of the 20th century.” 
Lapp’s talk, by coincidence, 


followed denial bv the Pentagoi 


of a Washington Post story tha 
the United States is making i 
fundamental shift in its target 
ing of missiles—aiming at citie: 
rather than military 
installa 
lions.

ATLANTA. Ga. (A P) — Dr. 
Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
an­ 
nounced plans Tuesday to mob­ 
ilize 3,000 trained demonstrators 
to lead thousands in a march on 
Washington in April to demand 
jobs or income for the nation’s 
poor. 
King said the 3.000 will be 
trained in nonviolence and “ will 
serve as an advance guard for 
thousands and thousands of oth­ 
er demonstrators” who will de­ 
mand jobs and income from 
Congress. 
The civil rights leader told a 
news conference that training 
sessions are being held here for 
field personnel who will go into 
15 major areas and cities be­ 
tween now and April to recruit 


and train marchers.

Although neutralization as an 
alternative to endless w ar can­ 
not be ruled out as a possibility 
in Vietnam, the history of past 
attem pts and the spectacle of 
w hat is going on now in Laos

Six years ago there was a 
clear threat of bigger conflict in 
Laos. That produced a Geneva 
conference. 
Today,

The news 
from there suggests th at the 
Communists seek strategic mili­ 
ta ry toeholds, possibly looking 
forw ard to a tim e w’hen the 
whole country will be vulnera­ 
ble to their pressure. 


troops from Laos and prohibit 
reintroduction of such forces. 
Like the 1954 Geneva agree­ 
ment before it, 
this protocol 
probably was doomed in adv­ 
ance. After 1954, the Commu­ 
nists had entrenched them selves 
in the northern Laotian prov­ 
inces of Phong Saly and Sam 
Neua, choosing to interpret the 
agreem ents as giving them sole 
possession of those areas. From 
then on, the Communists ap- 
olied steady pressure against 
the Vientiane government. 


OCCUPY TOWN 
Even while the Geneva talks 
were going on in 1962, Commu­ 
nist Pathet Lao troops occupied 
a town on Thailand’s border, 
moving president Kennedy to 


send U.S. troops to Thailand. Fi­ 
nally, agreem ent was reached 
on a three-faction Cabinet of 
neutrals, rightists and leftists 
for Laos, and a declaratoin of 
neutrality, solemnly signed as a 
treaty. 
Now, according to intelligence 
reports, there are 40,000 North 
Vietnamese regulars in Commu­ 
nist-controlled 
areas, 
working 
with sizable Pathet Lao troops. 
Last month the political arm 
of the Pathet Lao issued a caP 
“to

Laotian 
people 
and 
arm ed forces to step up their ef­ 
fort 
in 
our 
liberation 
move­ 
m ent.” 
Communists 
attacked 
areas controlled by Vientiane, 
invested a num ber of places and

southern L aos.” Otherwise, said 
a Pathet Lao broadcast, “ the 
patriotic forces and inhabitants 
of southern Laos will use all 
means to counterattack.” 


CRITICAL 


A few days later, the Laotian 
defense 
M inistry 
announced 
hat “ the situation in the Lao- 
ian kingdom is very critical 
nd tense.” It said North Viet- 
íamese 
regulars 
launched 
a 
general 
attack 
on 
national 
forces in various places, notable 
in the Nam Bac Valley of Luang 
Prabang province, seat of the 
royal 
capital. 
Evidently 
the 
Communists w ant to dom inate 
the valley 
which would give

Nam Bac, captured by the Com­ 
m unists, is an area dominated 
by mountain peaks, replete with 
caves and natural protection for 
troops from air attack. 
American air attacks on the 
Ho Chi Minh trail have in effect 
been a response to Communist 
violation of the 1962 protocol for-¡ 
bidding the introduction of out­ 
side m ilitary forces.
